Curious Caso of a St. Pierre Prisoner 
During 
the 
Mont 
Peleo 
Eruption. 
The British Retreat From Cabul— A 
Tragedy of the Terrible Manacles. 


There are many curious cases on rec 
oril where death in one of its ninny 
dread forms of disaster grills an entire 
putty iii its clammy embrace und then, 
while Us Icy Angers close upon the 
rest, lets one solitary member of the 
band slip awny to be the sole survivor 
of the tragic calamity. 
One hundred and fffty-eight dead, one 
saved. 
That w as In brief the tale of 
the wreck of the mail steam er General 
Clianzy, which struck in the terrible 
storm o f Feb. IO, 1910, on the rocks of 
northwest Minorca. 
Marcel Bader, the solitary survivor 
from the wreck of the Cbnnzy, owed 
his preservation entirely to the fact 
that he was a strong ond fearless 
swimmer. 
A few years ago the timber vessel 
Anna Rebekka, one day out of Menial, 
was caught in a squall and capsized. 
Most of lier crew were swept away 
and drowned, but three— the skipper, a 
sailor and the ship’s boy—cia inhered ow 
to IJie keel, where they drifted without 
food or drink. 
On the third (lay the 
sailor w as washed off, hut the skipper 
saved him. 
Then the boy w ent mad 
and died. 
On the fifth (lay the sailor 
was washed off again, and this lim e 
tho captain had no strength to help 
Ii!in. 
On the seventh day the capsized 
vessel drifted in sight of land. 
A life­ 
boat put out aud found the captain 
still olive. 
Tho Manacles have seen many sights 
of horror, but none to excel that Jnnu 
ary night many years ago when two 
British troopships—tile Dispatch and 
tho Primrose— both w ent ashore on 
these terrible rocks within ii few hours 
of one another. 
Seven soldiers st rug 
gil d ashore from tho Dispatch through 
the crashing breakers and roused the 
village of St. Neverne. 
When the fish 
crinen gnim*d the beach tho Dispatch 
had vanished. 
Hut there w as the sec 
ond ship—tho Prim rose—on tho rocks. 
They pushed out, but the doomed ves­ 
sel w as shattered to fragm ents before 
they could reach lier, and nil that tho 
boat brought bark w as a iiftecn-yHar­ 
old ship’s boy, whom they picked up 
swim m ing desperately in the trough of 
tin* icy waves. 
Perhaps tho most terrible disaster lr. 
modern British history was the retreat 
from Cubul in the winter of ISTA 
An 
army of i),44Rsoldiers, with over 12,(HH) 
*amp followers, started southward from 
the Afghan capital under promise of 
safe conduct. 
On the follow ing Jan. 
13 u solitary figure, filthy, unshaven, 
unkempt, Ids mind alm ost destroyed 
with the horrors through which he had 
Iwssed, rode out of the mouth of the 
Khyber pass. 
Ile was Dr. Dry done, 
tho only survivor from all that mighty 
host. 
The bodies of tho rest, slain by 
the treacherous Ghilzals, lay scattered 
for miles along the suowclad floor of 
the detile. 
It was stupidity, not treachery, which 
caused tho disaster to a hat ta Ibm of a 
Japanese regiment in January, PNM 
Du the 25d of that month a detach 
m eat of 210 men aud officers, under 
command of a major, left the town of 
Awonthti for a lung route march. 
It 
came on to snow very heavily, aud 
soon a regular blizzard was raging, 
with the temperature many degrees be­ 
hav freezing |*oiut, 
They lost their way and wandered 
on, burning their rill** stocks for fuel. 
By the 25th only seventy line were left 
alive. 
Du the afternoon of tho 27th 
a corporal alone was picked up by a 
relief party, alive but badly frozen. 
At the end of April, 1902, Mount 
Belee, the blunt headed volcano Itcliiud 
St. Pierre, began to show signs of ac­ 
tivity. 
These increased until on May 
5 a little before M Iii the morning 
there was a terrific roar, and a huge 
column of wbltehot sand, burning cin­ 
ders and itoisonous gases cam e rolling 
down the mountain side. 
W hatever that cloud consisted of, It 
destroyed St. Pierre completely. 
The 
very stones were cracked with the aw ­ 
ful heat, and within a few seconds 40,- 
000 human beings perished 
Yet days 
afterward, when the ruins were cool 
enough to explore* a man was fouud 
alive. 
Ho w as a negro prisoner who 
had tn*en con ti nisi in an underground 
cell and who, though scorched, scarred 
and alm ost suffocated, still survived— 
the only living tiling Iii fifty square 
miles. —london Answers.

In a few hours the spot becomes very 
painful and causes intense itching.

er blister usually develops,

Your m agneto is probably cauking 
the trouble, although it is well to make 
sure th at the difficulty does not Ile in 
the carbureter adjustm ent or is not 
due to leaky valves.

spark plugs’ points are 1-32 inch apart, 
th a t all connections are tight and that 
there are no short circuits.
